kins University, and Oxford Uni- 
versity where he was a Rhodes 
scholar in 1914 and 1919. He 
mentioned William Osier, former 
McGill postgraduate student and 
professor of Institutes of Medi- 
cine for ten years, as one of Ca- 
nada's heros. "Your heros Will 
always be with you, in a part of 
the mind known only to you. 
They are your good spirits; they 
may warn you, but they never 
command. They will speak of 
aims and dreams. But if you ex- 
pect them to make decisions for 
you, you will be disappointed." 

Dr. Penfield said that men and 
women who emerge into medicine 
with only basic science and tech- 
nology have a "cultural handicap". 
Medical people need a knowledge 
of foreign languages, good En- 
glish, and literature. They must 
be adept at self-expression and 
should have hobbies in the field 
of arts. 

Science and Philosophy 

Modern doctors need a personal 
philosophy. "Science alone can- 
not help men who ponder the 
the reasons for the working of 
natural forces. Belief in God 
must be a reasonable and reason- 
ed act of faith, "said Dr. Penfield. 

"There has been recent criticism 
along the lines that we in the 
medical profession tend to hold 
off death too long. It is true that 
there are sicknesses where death 
is welcome. The trouble is not in 
science but in its uses. Doctors 
and laymen must use wisdom in 
the employment of science." • 

Dr. Penfield was presented with 
a pin making him honorary pres- 
ident of the McGill Pre-Medical 
Society. David Millman, president 
of the Pre-Medical Society, intro- 
duced the speaker. The award 
was presented by Gordon Wasser- 
man (< News' Editor of the McGill 
Daily, who thanked the speaker.

James Addresses Admen 



Calls For More 
Taste, Sensitivity 



Dr. F. Cyril James addressed 
the Joint Conference on Adver- 
tising yesterday. 

The conference, sponsored bv 
the Association of Canadian Ad- 
vertisers, The Advertising and 
Sales Club, the Industrial Adver- 
tisers Association, and the Ameri- 
can Marketing Association, is 
being held at the Mount Royal 
Hotel. 

Other speakers addressing the 
conference were : Miss Byrne Ho- 
pe Sanders, co-director of Cana- 
dian Institute of Public Opinion; 
Prof. Philippe Garrigue, dean of 
the faculty of political, economic, 
and social sciences at the Univer- 
sity of Montreal; Irwin Penner of 
Philadelphia; and M. M. Schnec- 
kenburger, president of the Ca- 
n a d i a n Advertising Advisory 
Board. 

Following are the highlights 
of Dr. James' speech : 

It would be wearisome if I 
should take the time to present 
all the standard arguments in fa- 
vour of advertising — the fact 
that advertising expenditures co- 
ver a large part of the cost of 
producing magazines and news- 
papers and television shows; that 
advertising opens up new markets 
so that increased sales permit low- 
er costs, and all the others. We 
arc all familiar with these. Let 
us, instead, ask ourselves whether 
the advertising profession ; is 
doing the job entrusted to it in 
the best possible way, from the 
interest of Canada as a whole, 
and at the lowest possible cost. 

Commercials 

Our concern is with the public 
criticisms of advertising as such, 
and the most widespread of these 
is, I think, the accusation of lack 
of taste and sensitivity. The 
"commercials" in T.V. program 
mes are often banal — sticking 
out like a sore thumb when the 
programme is good — and in 
many cases they are annoyingly

The answer to Africa's racial 
problem is not to be found in 
giving the vote to all. Rather, a 
qualified franchise would seem to 
be the solution. That does not 
mean a franchise based along 
racial lines at all, but one design- 
ed to stimulate political maturity 
on the part of individuals. So 
spoke Bernard Chidzero, graduate 
student in Political Science, in the 
panel discussion sponsored last 
night by WUS. 

After the panelists had spoken, 
there followed a period or ques- 
tions from the floor. The point 
was raised if whether or not an 
unqualified franchise, resulting in 
a native government, would ulti- 
mately mean the seizure and 
redistribution of private property. 
To this, Chidzero replied that 
most Africans realize that a rapid 
change in property ownership 
would mean economic disaster for 
the nations involved 

"Focus on Africa" got the 
evening off to a start by serving 
a dinner comprising of African 
dishes. Such exotic items as crush- 



cd nut soup, Ethiopian beer, and 
Ethiopian spiced chicken (highly, 
highly spiced) went to make up 
the menu. 

The second part of the pro- 
gramme was a panel discussion on 
the topic "The Democratic Dilem- 
ma", which was to have special 
reference to the existing situa- 
tions in Southern Rhodesia and 
Ghana. The two panelists were 
Bernard Chidzero and Timothy 
Porteous. Porteous travelled last 
year on a WUS scholarship to 
Ghana. 

Porteous, in illustrating the 
democratic dilemma in Ghana, 
stated that in some ways the pol 
itical situation there was identical 
to that in Canada. In both coun- 
tries there are to be found two 
main groups : those wishing to 
distribute the power as widely as 
ossible; and those who want to 
limit power to the few. 
The programme ended with an 
of native dancing, 
se to 100 people were present, 
and the profits will go to WUS, 



frequent. This, however, is but 
one manifestation of a deeper 
lack of taste and originality. Al- 
most anything from toothpaste to 
automobiles seems to demand the 
picture of a pretty girl — usually 
as scantily clad as the law allows 
— in magazine advertisements. 

Secondly, I sometimes wonder 
if it - is necessary for 1 adverti- 
sing to appeal so frequently to 
the lowest motives in human na- 
ture — the fear that one will not 
be popular because of bad En- 
glish, unfashionable clothes or 
body odour; the snobbishness 
that wants to seem better than it 
is; the nagging worry about the 
risks of all the ills to which our 
flesh is heir, from tooth-decay to 
cancer. No one of us is anywhere 
near perfection in his character, 
but if we turn the pages of a po- 
pular magazine and list the emo- 
tions to which the advertisements 
are designed to appeal, we shall 
not end with a picture that is 
one-half as good as the character 
of an average Canadian. 

Variety and Monotony 

Thirdly, since large-scale ad- 
vertising and uniform packaging 
do influence sales tremendously, 
there is a grave danger that ad- 
vertising, when it is successful, 
tends to reduce the variety and 
add to the monotomy of modern 
urban life. 

Fourth, and last, of the points 
that I want to raise, is that of 
cost and waste. Do we need to 
spend as much on advertising to 
get the best results — not for the 
maker of a particular product, but 
for Canada as a whole? '

Open Invitation To The Mayor 

As an institution for providing both press and public 
with material for discussion the Montreal City Council is 
remarkable. Its latest contribution to the topics of the times 
is such that few citoyens will be satisfied. This week while 
considering the biggest budget in the city's history the 
council passed a grant of $25,000 towards bursaries and 
scholarships for students. Half of this amount went 
directly to the University of Montreal for scholarships. 

The measure went through over much opposition. The 
right of the council to make grants to education was ques-. 
tioned; perhaps someone felt that they might be tress- 
passing on Duplessis' ground. We do not think there is 
much doubt as to the right of- the. council to support educa- 
tion ; the way we feel about education we can think of 
nothing more right than encouraging more grants in this 
direction. Besides this is not a precedent in North America; 
there are even cities which support their own colleges. 

What should be questioned is the short-sightedness of 
making a grant for scholarships to students which does not 
include McGill in the scheme. Supposedly some councillors 
thought that since Montreal was largely French-speaking 
the biggest part of the pie should go to the students of the 
U of M. This is a very limited viewpoint as it should be 
remembered that the English-speaking residents are 
amongst the biggest tax payers both as individuals and in 
the business world. Moreover McGill graduates have con- 
tributed and are continuing to contribute à great deal to 
the wealth of this city. Quite apart from this a municipality 
- in a bilingual city cannot afford to take discriminatory steps 
— its bad policy which could develop feelings of insecurity 
and mistrust in the body politic. 

McGill is a proud landmark in Montreal, indeed it is the 
city's most famous university; we would hate to think that 
the city council is bigoted or blind to her needs. Senator 
Fournier when speaking here during his campaign said that 
he would, if elected, be willing to speak to McGill students at 
any time. Here is an opportunity — he should come and 
explain his education grants to the student body. 

Men Of Action 

Apathy has become the normal condition of so many 
people in this school and around it that through sheer dull 
force, apathy has almost become a virtue. This existential- 
ist's kind of "mal-de-siecle" dictates that : "nothing is really 
important you know, it's all relative, why become enthusias- 
tic about anything, why have feelings? after all etc. etc." 
The calm complacency of a wealthy society has bred a 
feeling that it is no longer the man of action who is Hero, 
but, rather, the great consumer — the man with the 
biggest car, the most fastidious tastes, the most luxurious 
habits — in some quarters, even, a fat belly indicates suc- 
cess. 

The are still active people about, but they are rare, 
and because of their rarity and courage we must support 
and encourage them. The specific kind of active persons 
referred to are the dedicated people who invest much of 
their time and much of their own money to the publication, 
of unpretentious but highly significant booklets which for 
want of a better name are called "little magazines." No one 
asks the editors of these works to expend the effort neces- 
sary to produce the magazines, and no one subsidizes their 
expenditure of (usually hard-gained) funds. But they feel 
strongly enough about enough things to desire expression 
for these feelings, and the social effects of their labour they 
feel are compensation enough for what they do. These are 
true citizens, who are denied public outlets but who have 
energy enough to create their own. They believe in society, 
though they may criticize it, and they are true believers. 

Here at McGill we don't do too badly as far as little 
magazines go. We published "FORGE" each year, and lately 
twice a year, — though it tends to be for esthetes it is occa- 
sionally vigourous and challenging. Last year a trio of enter- 
prising students first published "YES" which has survived 
its birth pains, and has achieved some reputation. A McGill 
'acuity member recently created a new journal — "DEL- . 
TA" — .which is a most healthy and creative publication, 
and the "new year has seen the emergence of a magazine of 
social and political opinion titled "AGENDA". There is 
activity about us, then, and if the germ which causes it is 
contagious then a good disease is spreading.

Playing Ostrich? 

Sir: 

The conservative M.P. from Van- 
couver Mr. Douglas Jung was one 
of the most engaging personalities 
of last weekend's Model Security 
Council. Out I was impressed with 
his affability and eloquence as I was 
disappointed in his spinelessness and 
deliberate camouflage of racial dis- 
crimination, in Canada. 

As I see it, let us put the existing 
situation in correct focus. Canada is 
a great country,. as generous as it is 
big; and the Canadian people possess 
a deep sense of fair-play and justice. 
Out to deny racial discrimination 
in Canada is to distort the facts as 
they stand. 

Mr. Jung feels that he would be an 
effective ambassador to the 1 far East 
because "he is a walking proof that 
Canadian Democracy does not discri- 
minate against minority race". It will 
come out in the wash that Mr. Jung 
is certainly no Chinese laundry-man 
and if he hasn't personally experienced 
discrimination it doesn't follow of 
necessity that ergo its non-existent. 

Does Mr. Jung know that in Ca 
nada there once existed seperate 
schools for Negroes and Whites! 
What about the treatment received by 
some of our Jewish colleagues in so- 
me Laurentian resorts? Sir G rant Icy 
Adams, the very venerable West In 
dian and Prime Minister of Barbados 
once experienced some "misunder 
standings", about accommodation in 
a Montreal hotel. Out perhaps I am 
discussing things as they used to be 
rather than as they arc. What about 
the everyday experience of unfair em- 
ployment practises that many people 
still experience? 

A former Minister of the Depart 
ment of Immigration not too long 
ago said "So far as the Negro is 
concerned we have never encouraged 
his settlement in Canada regardless 
of his occupation — although we 
have admitted and still admit a few 
colored folk, who are able to com 
ply with existing immigration regu 
lations." This statement hardly war 
rants comment' or clarification. Bet- 
ween 1901 and 1921- the average an 
nual immigration of Negroes into 
Canada was less than 100. On the 
topic of immigration, I cannot help 
but wonder if an Hungarian-type si 
tuation were to develop in Commu 
nist China whether a similar refugee 
program would be undertaken in Ca 
nada. 

A scholar from this very campus, 
Miss Ida Greaves, once voiced the 
opinion that "The actual position up- 
pears to be that the Negro has exact- 
ly the same rights as anybody else 



until he tries to exercise them, then 
he can be quite legally constrained'-'. 
The same Canadians who so sympa- 
thetically helped the Underground 
railroad rejected the Negroes after 
the Civil War. As one author puts it, 
'The hopes of the first generation of 
settlers have vanished, and no tan- 
gible basis of security has taken pla- 
ce. The most to which the Negroes of 
today can look forward is to rccross 
the border over which their ancestors 
came so hopefully, the path of' Ca- 
nadian freedom has proved a cul-dc-

What can Canada realistically ex- 
pect the advertising profession to do 
in finding answers to these criticisms? 
How much can this country expect 
from the "large promise"? 

Certainly the community can expect 
a higher standard of taste, beauty and 
inspiration — requiring the adverti 
ser to convey his message in a fashion 
that elevates rather than debases the 
current coin of living and of human 
thought. 

Secondly, I think that the adver- 
tising profession can move in the di 
rection of greater factual information 
and accuracy, in order to encourage 
the consumer to think for" himself and 
make a more effective choice. If ad 
vertising is truly educational it must 
provide the information for intelli- 
gent decisions, and not' embark on 
the dangerous assumption that it is 
the privilege of the advertising ex- 
pert to make up the consumer's mind 
for him. 

If the community is seriously con< 
cerned about the fact that Canada 
spends more on advertising than it 
does on life insurance, or on educa- 
tion, the community as a whole must 
take action, and not expect the dec! 
sion to' be made by the advertising 
profession.

The Thursday Afternoon Group 
will meet from 5-6 at Canterbury to 
discuss the 'Christian Belief by Dr 
Alec Vidler, of Kings College, Cam- 
bridge University.
